i »>w (fords on tht Theory and Pra.tte. 
or Dvojnago, 

Water is indispensable to tl.e orowtli 
sf plant'. Croon vegetation contains 
from eighty to ninety pir cent, ol 
lvalue, anil so far as this Is concerned 
the water is actual plant food and i.ec- 
issary nutriment. But plants roqUuM 
i far greater BUpply limn this, fores 
•-■very p irl of the solid matter of plants 
■a only taken in to tbo roots in tolht'on 
n water, a vast quantity is required to 

mature a crop. Tims for every pound 
of wheat produced ill an experiment d 
eroji grown for tho purpose of inv. stl- 
(ating this question, no less than S,6)M 
MMnua of water were evi pcyratod by 
.he plants, and consequently passed 
hr00;{h them, entering by tin rools 
and escaping through the leav. s This 
quantity was used by the wheat which 
produce I the least, viz.: less than cno 
pound of grain, but when tell pounds 
was produced the consumption ol waler 
was 7,7il"J pounds; showing that tho 
larger the quality of waler used by tho 
crop the greater w is tlfe product. This 
result, however, only goes to a cer- 
tain extent, and when the maxi- 
mum result is reached an I tho 
water is in exeo s of the require- 
ments of tho crop harm is done and 
tho iilant docs not grow, for the water 
u-.od by plants must be. active and not 
stagnant, and must have a certain quan- 
tity of atmospheric air contained in it. 
The water must in fact he passing 
through the soil, j:iat as the air breathed 
by an animal muAfln: in million and 
constantly renewed of it can not sustain 
life, lb in , when the water in the soil 
is in excess and becomes stagnant the 
plants immediately begin to sufTor, and 
this from two causes, one that the 
water in contact with the roots is ex- 
hausted of the needful soluble matter 
for the food of the plants and the neees- 
sary supply of air is withheld. Thorn 
is no motion, no circulation of vivifying 
sir In tho soil, anil there can be no life. 
Then the plants cease to grow, they 
llckei, turn yellow, and soon die, and 
a useless and pernicious vegetation 
lakes their place. 

This is the well-known BXporlenCQ 
if farmers whose land has an im- 
pervious subsoil which holds the waler, 
and to provide means for preventing 
the fatal stagnation of it ill the sod. 
When the drains are made ami Iho 
water passes freely through Iho soil, a 
circulation of airfs al once established, 
and the more water which falls upon 
tho land the more vigorous and abund- 
ant are tho growth and yield of tho 
crops But where these falsi condi- 
tions do not exist ami the water can 
find its way naturally through the tub" 
soil the costly drainage is not respiired. 
and Ihc exponas, of draining such land 
is simply money thrown away and 
wasted "for Ho purpose. Many a 
tanner, misled by the prevailing 
"boom" in regard to tile drainage, 
has been serioudy embarrassed anil 
disappointed, because the promised in- 
crease of crops by which he expected 
lo be repaid for his outlay has not been 
realized. 

In practice, drainage Is only re- 
quired when (he conditions above man- 
Uonoil are existing. Winn in plowing 
the land in tho spring, or in digging 
down into it at any oilier time when 
rain has fallen abundantly the water 
is found near tho surface, then drains 
are required to earn it oil', in tho one 
ease the vyork is interfered with and 
the timely preparation of (be soil for 
crops is prevented, and in the other 
the growing crops suffer and become 
diseased or perish, or weeds abound, 
or the needed cultivation of the fields 
is prevented. But vyheq no surplus 
Water is found in the soi| at seasons, 
when it would bn injurious or inenu. 
venient, and when the accumulation 
from the winter's rains pass on* early 
In the sprintr, enabling work to bo 
done In gooel time, and wdion no water 
can be found in digging down llneo 
feet at anv timo in the growing leaeon, 
drainage is not required, for its solo 
useful purpose is to carry oil' surplus 
wator. anil any other claim for it, such 
as useful aeration of the land or of add- 
big fertility to it, is wholly bateloaa 
Drains should be placed three feet 
deep in the ground. The distance ho- 
twnun them should vary, as the soil is 
more or loss charged with water; for 
tho more water in the soil lo he re- 
moved tho more outlets will bo needed. 
Sixty-six feel is a common distance 
apart and is not too much under ordi- 
nary circumstances. The porosity of 
tho soil always acts to retain soma 
water, just as a spong- will bold it and 
raise it above the level of Its source, so 
that the further apart the drains are 
the higher will ho> the level of the 
water on the line between them. Tho 
diagram below illustrates this:

The O indicates the drains, and tiro 
sloping linos the gradual fall of the 
water through the soil of the spaces be- 
tween th) drains, ft is obvious that 
the wider these spaces are tho higher 
will bn tho leved qf the vyater at the 
highest points: also, that the more 
clayey and adhesive the sell is.tho higher 
tho wator will stay in those intervals. 

This is to be taken into account, and 
the drains which would servo a good 
purpose on gravely soils at ono hundred 
feet apart might need to bo thirty feet 
apart In adhesive dry soil m low springy 
land. Again, in case of sor'nigs break- 
ing out in low ground it Is always ad- 
visable to lay a special dfaiu to eae'i 
of thom to carry off the waler. It .j, 
often the case that one or two singla 
drains properly placed will dry a Qeld 
at a small expense as effectively as tf 
covered with drains at much larger cos',

THE KUKRI, 

One of the Strange Weapona In Dae 
Among the Native* of India. 

Many of the weapons of strange 
shap ■ and character to bo found in 
India deserve special notice on account 
of their appropriateness to the district 
in which they have oriiriiiatodj thoir 
historical associations qr their indi- 
vidual peculiarity of sliapo anil quality. 
Tho ki|kri, Hip, national weapon of 
Nepal, is about nineteen inches in total 
longth, with, an unguarded hilt. Its 
blade, generally of bright steel, is in- 
curved, heavy and widening toward the 
point. It lias more the qualities of a 
good bill book than any tiling else, and 
tills, indeod, was its original function, 
for tho (iorkha required it not only for 
fighting purposes, bqt also to clear Ida, 
wav through the jungles of tho Terqi. 
In nls practiced hands the kukri is tho 
handiest of tools and the most formid- 
able of weapons— how formidable thoso 
who have boon in action with the 
(iorkha battalions in our service can 
well testify. Like the kukri of the 
Gorkha, tho big knife of tho Coorg 
mountaineer derived its shape from the 
daily necessities of life in dens ) jungles. 
The tremendous monsoon rains whl ih 
break on tho ra mutants of tlio west 
coast of India develop an extraordin- 
arily luxuriant vegetation in the dis- 
triet, and the inhabitants found the 
constant want of an implement to open 
thoir. way through the thick underwood 
and clumps of bamboo. The C'oqrg 
knife, the ayda kattl, is abqi|ttho same 
length as the kukri, also the blade in- 
curved, but still wider end heavier. 
One of its most remarkable charaet n'- 
Istlca is that it has no sheath, let ii 
carried, slung naked, across tho hips, 
through a slit in a metal bolt Tho 
belt is called a todunga, ami is mado 
generally in either brass or silver, of a 
(> solid plate behind, fastening in front 
with massive and handsome chains. A 
spiko projects to tho rear from the 
center of this plato at the back. This 
spike has no apparent definite use, but 
it was remarked at the imperial as- 
semblage at Delhi that tho Coorg chiefs 
who were thoro in the costume and 
wearing ttio arms of their nativo conn- 
try were not incommoded by any crowd 
pfessiug on thorn from behind.— Black 
wood's Uaauine.

But ground 
can not be so compaclo l as to res'st tho 
expansive forco of fr 'czing water. Ti.n 
reason is that thorn is less water lo ex- 
pand. Besides, the gra n germinat s 
most readily in compact soil, and tho 
plant is moro thrift v in lino ground) 
licice, plants in such a seed bed have 
more vigor to endure the winter. Tho 
work on the seed bid for wheat should 
begin early and Ik: thorough.— Anutri- 
can AgricnUarist. 



PLANT DESTROYERS. 

1'lir Damage Dono liy Weeds In rimes ol 
Prolonged Ilrooghl. 

We are all aware of Iho fact lhat 
weeds and grasSoonSUmOlhofood wnich 
should be devoted to the growing crop, 
but even when the land is very rich, and 
the soil o Mttains enough for bo,tb, thq 
crop and the Weeds, the former soon 
succumbs while the other flourishes. 
Th : s is because the soil eon not provide 
■Ufflpionl moistUM for lw I crops at tho 
sqmo time. Every plant that grows 
takes up a certain proportion of moist- 
ure, which is pumped into tlio stalks 
and leaves, anil the larger the growth, 
and more numerous the plant . the 
moro moisture required. Nor do all 
pump w lb the same rapid'ty, or with 
the sajno quant'ty. A strong, vigorous 
weed, with rools rutin ng ill every direc- 
tion, will seize on all mo store" within 
its rcacb, to tho detriment of 
every plant with n the compass 
of its Influence, and Iho result is that 
the weaker plants perish because tho 
struggle for moisture is more than they 
can endure, while the weeds, having 
crushed out opposition, usurp the 
ground and grow vigorously. Now, 
the farmer who wishes to economise In 
time of drought, must allow no molnt- 
uro to bo wasted on vvtods. Nothing 
should grow where a plant is ih'sired 
but the plant itself. Very often there is 
not enough moisture for a single plant, 
and the presence of two lessens tho 
chances of both. Woods, therefore, do 
not always destroy plants by 'robbing 
thorn of food, but by depriving them ol 
moisture, and the safest plan is to kill 
them as soon as they appear. A day 
may lie loo late. No well-rcgiilatesl 
farm should have weeds upon it, anil if 
tlioy do np|)car mnke short work ol 
them and thus savo tho moisture. —

LAFAYETTE'S ESCAPE. 

How the Great Soldier Slid PhllanthropUt 
Knit Away to Ken. 

One hundred and nine years ago, in 
the month of February, 1777, a young 
French guard .man ran away to sea. 

And a most singular running away it 
was. He did not wish to lw a sailor, 
but ho was to anxious to go that ho 
bought a ship to run away in— for ho 
was a very wealthy young man; and 
though ho was only nineteen, ho held a 
commission as Mnjor-(ioncrnl in tho 
armies of a land throe thousand miles 
away— a laml ho had never seen and the 
language of which he could not speak. 
Tbo King of France commanded him to 
remain at homo; his friends and rela- 
tives tried to rcstra'n him; and oven tho 
representatives, or agents, of tho coun- 
try iu defenso of which ho de's'rcel to 
light vvouhl not encourage) bis -pur- 
pose. And when tlio young man, while 
dining at tlio house of tbo British Am- 
bassador to France, openly SfOWOd his 
sympathy with a downtrodden people, 
and iiis detenu 'nation to help them gain 

their freo.lnm, iho Ambassador acted 
qulsjdf, At his request tho rash young 
enthusiast was arrest si by the French 

Government, and orders were given to 
seize his ship, which was awaiting him 
at Bordeaux. But ship and owner both 
slipped away, and, sailing from the 
port of l'nsa/rs in Spa It, the runaway, 
willi clevou chosen companions, was 
soon on the soa, bonnd for America, 
ami beyond the reach of b ith friends and 
foes. 

On April So, 1777, he landed at the 
little port of Georgetown, at '.bo mouth 
of tlio GrOAt Pee bee river in South 
Carolina; and from that day forward 
the career of Marie Jean Paul Boch 
Yves Qllbort Molier, Marquis do La 
Fayette, has held a nlnoo in tho Irstorv 
of America, and in the inter, st and af- 
fection of the American imjoiiIc.— A'o- 
qviia M. llotljc, in St. Mic.'.o'us.

THE CURRANT BUSH. 

Points on (he Cultivation of n (Jarful and 
Kxceedlngly Healthy Fruit. 

The patienco of the currant is due 
perhaps to its origin, for it grows wild 
around the northern hemisphere, its chief 
haunts being the dim, cold, damp wooels 
of the high latitudes. You may lame 
modify and vastly change any thing 
possessing life, but original traits aro 
scarcely ever wholly eradicated. There- 
fore tho natural habitat and primal 
qualities of the currant Indicate the true 
lines of development, its capabilities and 
limitations. It is essentially a Northern 
fruit/ requiring coolness, moisture nnel 
alluvial soils. It begins to falter and 
look homesick even in New Jersey, and 
ono does not have to go far down the 
Atlantic const to pass beyond the range 
of its successful culture". I do not soo 
why it should not thrive much farther 
south on the, northern slopes of the 
mountains. F'rom Philadelphia north, 
ward, however, except on light dry soila 
and in sunny exposures, there is no 
reason why it should not give ample re- 
turns for the attention it requires. 

I shall not lay stress on the old, well- 
known uses to which this fruit is put, 
but I do think its value is but half ap- 
preciated, People rush around in July 
in search of health; lot mo recommend 
ihc. currant cure. If any one is lan- 
guid, depressed in spirits, inclined to 
headaches and generally "out ofsorts," 
let him finish his breakfast daily for a 
month with a dish of freshly picked cur- 
rants. He will soon almost doubt his 
own identity, anil may even begin to 
think that ho is becoming a good man. 
He will be more gallant to his wifekinder 
to liis children. friundlicr to bis neighbors 
and more open-handed to every gooel 
cause. Work will soon seom play, and 
play fun. In brief, tho truth of the 
ancient pun will be verified that "the 
power to live a goexl life depends large- 
ly, upon the Wow." Out upon the non- 
soi.se of taking medicine and nostrums 
during the currant season! Let it bo 
taught at theological seminaries that 
the currant is a "means of grace." It 
is a corrective, and that is What average 
humanity most needs. 

The currant, like the raspberry, is 
willing to keep shady, but only becauso 
it is modest. It is one of the fruits that 
thrive better among treos than in too 
dry nnd sunny exposures. Therefore, 
in economizing space on the homo acre, 
it may bo grown among smaller trees, 
or, better still, on the northern or east- 
ern side of a wall or hedge. But shade 
is not essential except as wc go south, 
then the requisites of moisture and 
shelter from tile burning rays of tho sun 
should be complied with as far as possi- 
ble. In giving this and kindred fruits 
partial shade they should not be com- 
pelled lo contend to anv extent with the 
roots e»f trees. This will ever prove an 
Unequal Oontost No fruit can thrive in 
ilensc (hade or find sustenance among 
the voracious rools of a tree. 

Select, therefore, if possible, heavy, 
deep, moist, yet well-drained soil, and 
do not fear to make and keep it very 
rich. If you arc restricted to sandy or 
gravelly soils, correct their defects with 
compost. decayed leaves and sods, muck, 
manure, from the row-stable and other 
fertilizers with slaying rather than stim- 
ulating qualities, * Either by plowing or 
forking, deepen SS well as enrich iho 
soil. It is then ready for tho plants, 
which may be set out cither in the fall 
or in early spring. I prefer the autumn 
—any timo after the leaves have fallen — 
but spring answers almost an well, while 
tho buds are dormant or partially so. 
It should be remembered lhat the cur- 
rant starts very early, and is in full 
foliage before some people are fairly 
wakened to garden Interests. It wouhl, 
In this case, be better to wait until 
October, unless the planls can be e>l>- 
talned from a neighbor on acloudy day; 
then they should be cut back two-thirds 
of their length before being removed, 
and the transfer made as quickly as pos- 
siblc. Under any circumstances tako 
oil' half of tho woeid from the plants 
bought. This need not bo thrown 
away. Every cutting of young wood 
six inches long will make a new plant 
in a single season. All that is needful 
is to keep the wood moist until ready 
to put it into the ground, or, bettor Still, 
a cool, damp | lace in the garden can 
be sclcetcd at once, and the cuttings, 
sunk tWO-thlrdS of their length into tlio 
ground, and tho soil pressed firmly 
around them. By fall they will have a 
good supply of roots, and by tho follow- 
ing autumn bo ready to lie set out 

wherovor you wish them to fruit— K 
l\ Hoc, in Uarper'n Magazine. 



PRESERVING EGGS. 

The Old Method of Painting the Shell* 
With l. In-,-.., I oil. 

The suro and simple method of keep- 
ing eggs sound by smearing tho shells 
with linseed oil has long boon practiced. 
Tho oil forms a sort of film over the 
shell, thereby preventing the two imme- 
diate onuses of decomposition— the 
evaporation from and penct ration of air 
into the egg. A recent experiment m 
point tlcscrvc8 notice. A dozen new- 
laid eggs wore rubbed over with linseed 
oil applied with tbo tip of Iho Anger; 
another dozen were coated in the liko 
manner with Jioppy oil; two more eggs 
were loft In thoir natural stale. Tbo 
whole twenty-six were thon laid close 
together in throe rows, in dry sand, 
upon a shelf, where they wi re toil un- 
disturbed. At tho end of three mouths 
thev woro weighed, and again at tbo 
end of six months, when they wits 
openod. The two eggs left in thoir 
natural slate, at the end of three 
months, had lost 11 per cent, of their 
weight, and at the end of six months 18 
per cent, and were found to lie half 
empty and the contents rotten. The egga 
coatcel with poppy oil in three months 
lost 3 per cent, and in six months 1 1-2 
per cent, of their weight. The eggs 
were still full and devoid of unpleasant 
smell. Tho eggs rubbed over with lin- 
seed oil in three months lost 'i percent..

their weight, nnd when opened wen 
found to be full, with tlio smell of fresh 
sgS 8 -— Chicago Newt.

The 
ico company bed two wagons in the 
parade, the other uore the inscription, 
"Ico to pack defeated candidates on — 
Quinine Jim won't need any." The 
mottoes were nono of thorn of a per- 
sonal or offensive character and 
there was nothing said or done dur- 
ing tho entire affair Ihat was in the 



A Parmer Paju His Respeets to 
■ Mr. Laffoon. 

Who are you Tor for Congress? is 
the question of tho day, and a most 
important question it is, especially lo 
the fanners.

sequently the enemy of the farmer, I 
wish to heap upon him such a rebuke 
as will forever retire bim to private 
life as an unworthy steward, and 
teach others lo beware. I refer to 
Hon. Polk Liffoon, of Hopkins Co. 

During the session of Congress just 
closed, a bill was introduced to regu- 
late the sale and mauufactureof oleo- 
margei'iucor bogus butter, a villain- 
ous compound of greases and fats of 
every conceivablo nature, deodorized 
and doctored with chemicals, made to 
look, taste and smell like butter, put 
upon tho market and sold as genuine, 
pure butter. So large wero the prof- 
its, both to manufacturer and mer- 
chant, thai it had will nigh driven 
honest butler from the markets. Ex- 
ports ceased, because the bogus stuff 
was palmed oil' on exporters and for- 
eign markets refused to takeAmerlcau 
goods. America's greatest interest, 
the dairy, was loitering upon the 
vcrgo of ruin. Hero in our own coun- 
ty and state enterprising men built 
creameries, farmers wero building 
barns, filling them with milk cows 
and sowing their thin and worn lands 
lo grass. A new era was dawning 
upon our people. Hut, alas, Ibis mis- 
erable fraud entered side by side in 
competition willi the honest product 
of the creameries and failure and ruin 
was the result. So it was all over 
the broad laud, and hence this bill 
was presented lo Congress, not ask- 
ing prohibition, but simply protec- 
tion from a fraudulent transaction.

stamped and plainly labeled Oleomar- 
gcrinc; thus putting it before the 
people on its own merits and requir- 
ing it lo be 6old for what it really is 
and not butter. Could anything be 
fairer and more just? Congress 
thought not and after a full inv esti- 
gation of all the facts, passed the bill 
With good majority. So with the 
Senate, and tho President gave it bis 
most hearty sanction and approval. 
Bat Mr. l.ail'.'on. wiser than the ma- 
jority of Congressmen and Senators, 
even than the President himself, re- 
cords his vote againstits passage, mis- 
representing his constituents and iu 
effect voting to continue and main- 
tain a villainous fraud, perpetrated 
by a few monopolists with millions 
ill their pockets stolen as it were from 
the houcst farmers and dairymen of 
the country. No wonder they fought 
tho bill to the bitter cud, and spent 
thousands upon thousands of dollars 
in lobbying and God only knows in 
what other ways. But the measure 
was righteous and just and there 
wero men enough; there true to them- 
selves, true lo their constituents and 
true lo common honesty and fair deal- 
ing to defeat the nefarious designs of 
greedy pilferers. With such a record, 
what right has Mr. Laflbou (0 ask or 
expect your votes?

It is also very close to the number 
of volc9 which the Madisonville 
Times, Mr. Lall'oon's home organ, 
admits were fraudulently placed on 
1 ho Hopkins counly poll-books by 
zealous friends of Mr. Lallbon ! 

By this remarkable coincidence Mr. 
Clay lost his nomination to Congress. 

Ity this unblushing, outrageous, 
tlclibcratc fraud, Mr. Lallbon lias 
Ihicii enabled to draw Mr. Clay's sal- 
ii ry as Congressman from the Second 
district of Kentucky.

SALMON-POACHING. 

How This Unlawful BulMM Is Carried 
On In Canada. 

Die unlawful act which the wardens 
mott carefully guard against is "drift- 
ing." One or two poachers will steal 
out at n'ght carrying a peculiarly-made 
net in their canoes. They stretch this 
across the head of a pool and it ia so 
weighted and buoyed that it stand" 
upright, reaching nearly to the bottom. 
As the current causes tho net to drift 
down stream, ono tanoo stays at each 
end to keep it straight. There is usu- 
ally a white rope at tho bottom of the 
net. Seeing this, tho salmon raise 
llieiimtlves a little, only to he caught 
by the gills in the nieshes. When the 
shaking of tho net shows tint one is 
caught, the poachst quickly paddles to 
the spot, raises the net. kills the tish 
with :i blow on its bead and throws it 
into the canoe. In this sneaking wa> 
nearly »H thu s.timon in a pool may bo 

netted out in a night. If the wardens 
happen to come along in their 
dug-outs, they try to seize tho 
and identify the poachers. Then therj 
ma* be • light, and perhaps a eanoo 
will ba sank, and a poacher or a wardon 
will get a cold bath. On one river, tho 
poachors used to station a b iv on an 
Uland below them, with a horn which 
ho blow whenever the Wardens ap- 
proached. One of the l itter wat so 
active that the poachers resolve ! to 
punish him. Tl'ey took an old worth - 
le« m t and stretched it out into the 
river from a rock on t'so bank. A rop ; 
was rove through the net and tho shore 
en I made fust 0?«r a pulley to 111 • 
traces of a horse. A boy stood beside 
tho horse, and two poMMfS in a canoe 
held the outer end of the net. Down 
came thu warden, poling along in his 
duir-out, and pulled the end of the net 
away from the seeming unwilling 
poachers. He began taking it in his 
dug out, congratulating himself on his 
prize, and had hauled it half-way in 
when tho boy on ahoro struck the 
horse, which started on a full gallop 
up the bank, jerking the net after it. 
In a flash the net was pulled out of tho 
lug-out, the latter upact, aud tho 
astonished warden pitched into tho 
river. But I hope the poachers word 
punishod in their turn. For if these 
lawless mt* had their way, there would 
be no salmon left in the rivers, and no 
such glorious sport as lly-lishing . - 
Blptey Hitchcock, in St. Midioliu.
